St. Petersburg, Nov. 1.— According 


to the official report of the recent mu- 
tinous outbreak of sailors at Vladivo- 
stok, the crews of three torpedo boat 
destroyers, the Skory, Serdity and 
Trevotshny, mutinied, hoisted the red 
flag and shelled the port, doing con- 
siderable damage 
to buildings and 


killing some soldiers and 
civilians, 


The Skory, on board of which were 
three revolutionary agitators, Includ- 
ing one woman, took the lead in the 
mutinv, the crew rising fct the in- 
stance of the agitators, Wiling the 
commander of the boat and wounding 
the other officers, who were 
over- 


powered and confined below decks. 
The fire of the rebellious torpedo boat 
destroyers was answered by the bat- 
teries ashore and from the gunboat 
Mcndjour and the 
torpedo boat de- 


stroyers Grosovoy, Smely and otners. 
They surrounded the Skory and pour- 
ed a raking fire into her. which bat- 
tered her to pieces, exploding her two 
boilers and caused fire to break out 
on board. 
Nearly all the mutineers 


of the Skory were killed on the ves- 
sel. 
The three or 
four 
survivors 


threw themselves into the sea. 


The mutiny on board the Trevotsh- 


nv was quelled ify her own crew after 
si'x of the mutineers had been killed 


No Trace of Comedian Who 


is Under Bad Charges- 


Wife Has a Theory.

NcwBokhara Turkestan, Nov. 1. — 


The first reports of tho catastrophe 
at Karatagh were exaggerated. In- 
stead ot fifteen thousand persons be- 
ing killed only about 200 lives wore 
lost. 
Most, of these perished under

The same 
year Mr. and Mrs. Crabbs located on 
the farm in Lafayette township. Allen 
county, where he lived for more than 
fifty, years.

ton road, which passed .through the 
farm. The only means of tran*orta 
tlon west from Toledo was the Wa 
bash and Erie canal. Big game was 
plentiful and many of the Miami In 
dians still lived In this vicinity. An 
old Indian trail from the Godfroy res- 
ervation near Roanoke was near Mr. 
Crabbs' log cabin and the Indians 
often stopped at his home. 


When the farm he lived on until a 


few years ago was bought. In 1851, It 
cost the deceased $350. About three 
weeks ago Mr. and Mrs. Crabbs sold 
the farm to E. F. Jones, of Markle, 
for $10,00".

Mr Crabbs was the thirteenth of a 


family of twenty-one children, 
and 


only one of these. Mrs. Thorpe, of 
Fort Wayne, survives. 
His 
oldest 


brother, was born in 1793. and was a 
private in the war of 1812.

membered hearing his

talk 


about the whisky rebellion 
during 


Washington's administration. At this

Landing Place of Ark 
Not Inaccessi- j 


ble, but Crowded v;ith Superstitions,

An interview with a Chaldean stn- j 


(lout presents the surprising inform;!- 
i 


tion that nobody has been ou top of • 
Mount. Ararat, at. least since Noah i 
came down from it. This young man, 
who has been converted to Christian- 
ity and has come to this country to 
prepare himself for a missionary, puts 
It in these words: 


'No man has ever live who tried to i 
climb to the top of Mount Ararat. It | 
is the unspaled summit of the east. 
Maybe some day some American will 
climb to the head." 


In reality, Mount Ararat, which rises 


to a height of nearly 1.7,000 feet, is 
difficult to ascend, and it was not un- 
til 1829 that tho summit was reached 
by, Professor Parrot, a German. Since 
then it has been ascended about a 
dozen times. It is not probable, how- 
ever, that the young Chaldean iiu 
any idea of misiepresenting the. facts. 
He simply expresses the views of his 
countrymen, even those living about 
the mountain, who still maintain their 
childlike faith that, nobody has ever 
ascended the mountain and nobody 
can ever do so. 


An amusing illustration of this is 


furnished by our British.ambassador, 
James Bryce, in his book "Transcau- 
casia and Ararat." 
He visited the 


mountain and ascended it in 1S76. 
Two days later he visited a monastery 
on the north side- of the mountain and 


I was Introduced to the archimandrite 


by his interpreter with the statement: 
"ThiH Englishman sa.ys he has ascend- 
ed to the top of Massis"—Maseis be- 
ing the local native name of Mount 
Ararat. The archimandrite smiled a 
sweet but Missouri smile and answer- 
ed: "No. that, cannot, be. No one has 
even been there. It is impossible." 


In fact, aside from the natural diffi- 


culties attending the ascent, it is com- 
monly believed by the people of tho 
vicinity that the mountain Is super- 
naturally guarded. 
Possibly this is 


due in part to the Noah's ark legend, 
for 
the 
mountain 
is often 
called 


Noah's mountain, or the mountain of 
the Ark. Probably it is still more due 
to the fact that sever: 1 centuries since 
the towns on the mountain side were 
destroyed by an earthquake. 
The 


mountain is an extinct volcano and is 
subject to -seismic 
disturbances 
at 


long intervals. Whatever the basis of 
their faith it seems probable that the 
people of the vicinity will continue 
undlstur" id in their belief, no matter 
how many mountain climbers may suc- 
ceed In making the ascent.—Indiana- 
polis Star.

SAYS HE KILLED A 


WOMAR SUPPOSED TO 


BEAJJieiDE 


Convicted of Aiding Wife to 


Die Confesses He Slew 


Her. 


New York, Nov. 1.—-After being con- 


victed of manslaughter in "aiding and 
abetting" his wife to commit suicide, 
James Wardell has confessed to Judge 
Foster in general sessions that he had 
killed her with gas. 
Then, Wardell 


said, he fired a bullet into her body 
to give the impression she had ended 
her own life. 


When Wardell was tried he Insisted 


his wife had committed suicide. They 
had quarreled, and she went to live 
with another man. 
Later, he said, 


they met at the house where the trag- 
edy occurred, and, after talking it 
over, deslded to. die together. 


"We tried gas," he said, "but it was 


slow* Then at my wile's request I 
pawned my watch and bought a re- 


volver. 
She was to shoot me first 


and then end her own life. 
I shut 


my eyes, waiting for the shot, but 
when I heard it I telt no pain. I 
ooked around and saw that my wife 
had killed herself." 
Warden's testimony was contradict- 


ed by Coroner's Physician O'Hanlon. 
He said at the trial that the woman 
died of gas asphyxiation, and that she 
was dead when the bullet was fired 
into her brain. 


Counsel Tell* of the Crime. 


When Judge Foster yesterday asked 


it Wardell had anything to say his 
counsel, Carl Fisher Hanson, moved 
forward and sold: 
- 
"Wardell has asked me to convey to 


this court that it was he who killed 
his wife. Ho claims he was not re- 
sponsible, as his wife's misdoings had 
preyed upon his mind. 


"Ho had left her, but returned for 


the purpose of reforming her. 
She 


promised to go back to him and he 
hired a little flat, only to be told that 
she was tired ot It all, and asked If 
he would die with her. 
• "WardeH cannot account, for his ac- 
tions on the day of that conversation. 
When he came home his wife was 
sleeping. He took the tube from the 
gas stove, placed it in 
his 
wife's 


mouth and turned on the gas. When 
she was dead he fired the bullet Into 
her brain."

BROTHER SAYS CEREMONY. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 1.—A voting 


machine cannot be used at. an elec- 
tion for stato representatives In the 
legislature for the reason that the 
constitution provld' t that they shall 
be chosen by written vote. 


That is the reason for the decision 


of the full bench of the Massachusetts 
supreme court yesterday In ordering 
a writ of mandamus to Issue on the 
petition of Representative Mnlcom E. 
Nichols of ward ten against the elec- 
tion commissioners directing them 
not to use the voting machine In the 
election Tuesday In ward ten. as the 
statute under which'Its use Is author- 
ized is unconstitutional. In Its opin- 
ion the full court says: 


'The constitutional question thus 


raised was considered and a different 
answer given to questions submitted 
by 
the 
house of 
representatives, 


which appear in the opinions of the 
Justices, 178 Massachusetts. 
This 


question may be answered 
affirma- 


tively or negatively according to the 
degree of strictness with which wo 
Interpret the language of the consti- 
tution. If a choice by written votes 
Is to he limited as to details to the 
particular method or methods which 
the framers of the constitution had In 
mind more than 100 years ago It Is 
plain that the use of these machines 
Is not permissible. 


In Broad Sense Machine Is All Right. 


"If we look at the object of the con- 


stitutional 
requirement 
there 
is 


ground for an argument that it may 
be accomplished by the use of this 
machine and that, in a broad and lib- 
eral application of the provisions of 
the constitution to the present condi- 
tions and possible methods of voting, 
the use of this machine at an elec- 
tion should be deemed a choice by 
written votes. It may be argued that 
the making of a material record of 
his act by each voter and thereby 
securing for it a greater security and 
permanence than would result from n 
show ot hands or a declaration ot 
viva voce is accomplished by the use 
of the machine as well as by a paper 
vote written by the hand of the voter 
and deposited In n box. 


"The secrecy of tho ballot Is even 


more effectively secured by the ma- 
chine than by the method practiced 
100 years afjo. It might be contended 
that when tho voter has pressed down 
the key before the name of each of 
his candidates he has before him his 
vote upon which his choice Is desig- 
nated, and that his movement of the 
lever, which makes the record upon 
the dials below, does not differ in ef- 
fect from the movement of his hand 
In throwing a piece of paper into n 
box. and that the numerical adjust- 
ments and uncertainty that intervene 
between his act and the entry, of the 
result by the election officers are no 
greater In the one case than In the 
other. 


Not According to Constitution. 


"Some of the justices, Including thn 


writer of this opinion, would prefer to 
decide that this method of voting Is 
within the meaning of the constitu- 
tional provisions. But the method is 
entirely unlike the writing of. a name 
of a choice of candidates upon a piece 
of paper and the deposit of the paper 
in a box, to be afterward taken out 
and counted. In the use of the ma- 
chine tho voter must trust everything 
to the perfection of the mechanism. 


He cannot see whether It Is working 
properly or not. 
This chance of 


error, whether greater or less than 


j the chance that a ballot deposited in 


:\ box will not be properly counted. Is 
different from It. 
Ii was not within

Father MacCorry in Power- 


ful Arraignment of In- 


temperance. 


Rarely has a more powerful plea 


for temperance, or a more intensely 
vivid word picture of the horrors of 
the liquor evil been presented to a 
Fort Wayne audience than In the ser- 
mon of Rev. Father MacCorry at the 
Cathedral, at the men's mission serv- 
ice last evening. Addressing a large 
and 
attentive - audience, the 
gifted 


Paulist with Intense fervor, inspired 
of deep conviction, arraigned the traf- 
fic as wholly debasing and held up 
before hi3 hearers the dangers that 
beset the drinker, declaring, too, that 
the Cathedral church stood squarely 
and unmistakably for temperance. 


Taking for his test, "The same 


night Baltassar, the Chaldean king 
was slain" (Dan. v. Chap, xxx.) 
He 


said in part: 


"ItTv'as night on the banks of the 


Tigris, there was a royal feast at the 
palace • of 
the 
king.. .Upholstered 


chariots were arriving at the palace 
gates. 
Inside there were chamber- 


lains and cup'-bearers to receive the 
guests. Tho rustle of silks mingled 
with the carol of the music and jew- 
els blazed like stars 
beneath 
the 


lights. 
The words 'Long Live the 


King' were upon every lip. Trumpets 
blared, cymbals clashed, tankards 
rattled." 
Here the speaker proceeded to de- 


pict the fc;ist of Baltassar. then the 
death of tho Babylonian monarch and 
his guests, comparing his banqtist- 
chamber to 
I he banquet hall of alco- 


hol, 
whore the drunkard and the de- 


bauchee, like the king of the Chal- 
deans, shall be slain. 


Which Side Do You Take? 


"If 'you. -would ask me." said the 


speaker, "where I stand upon this 
truestion of intemperance I would ask 
you to just step up to the great white 
throne of God and ask Him what side 
He takes and put me down upon that. 
Or go cut there to the graveyard and 
creeping down among the dead, ask 
them what side they take and put 
•me down upon that. Or go out to the 
white-faced women of all our land, 
whose hearts 
are 
broken, whose 


homes are wrecked, whose eyes are 
dimmed from crying over the besot- 
ted carcasses of husbands and fath- 
ers and brothers and friends, ask 
them what side they take and put me 
down upon that. For my side is up- 
on their side forever and ever. Amen. 


"1 think if God would speak to us 


today. He would thunder 'temperance.' 
If tho lost, souls could talk to us. 
1he echo of their cry would he "tem- 
perance." 
If 
all 
the white-faced 


women of this world could gpeak to 


us today they would cry 'temperance,' 
'temperance,' while God is God. 


"Mind you I do not say that total 


abstinence is the only virtue, that 
drunkenness is the only vice. I have 
no quarrel with tho men as such, 
with whisky-makers, with whisky-buy- 
ers, with whisky-sellers with whisky- 
drinkers. We love the sinner, we de- 
spise his sin. For the man who is 
grappled in the toils of intoxicants 
we have pity: likewise for those who 
have made him their victim, we pity 
and pray for them too. I go further 
and say that 1 .do not believe that it 
is essential for a man to be a total ab- 
stainer In order to be a $ood Chris- 
tian. 
"But against the crime of in- 


temperance, for that is the naked is- 
sue at the last, I do make war and 
will make war, while God gives me 
breath. May the omnipotent God con- 
sume the withering plague, with the 
anathema. Of 'His' everlasting curse. 


A National Calamity. 


"The crime of drunkenness," con- 


tinued the speaker, "is now a na- 
tional calamity. Its mortal pallor.has 
fallen upon every corner of our land. 
There Is not an .American river that 
is 
not brackish 
with its 'tears. 


There is not an American lake into 
which its suicides have not plunged 
Its mortal pallor has fallen on tho 
farms'of New England, on the cotton 
gins of the south, on 
the 
orange 


slopes of the Pacific, on the 
farm ] 


lands of -the middle west. 
Intemper- 


ance has done more to fill our peni- 
tentiaries, our institutions for the in- 
sane, our orphan asylums and grave- 
yards than perhaps all other evils 
combined. It has sunk a thousand 
ships on the banks of New -Found- 
land, it has plunged a thousand trains 
down the embankment as it sat with 
its finger on the lever. It has ruined 
more senators than sat last year In 
our national councils. 
It has ruined 


more lords than sit today In the 
house of peers. Its cup is a human 
skull. The tapestries of its mansion 
are becrimsoned with the blood of its 
victims.

As one of these 
noted writers exclaimed, 'Men say 
there Is no hell. but.

f I VdE best way to use lime lor ag- 


I 
rlcultural purposes Is to remove 
It from the kiln as scon as 


burned, place It in the field In heaps 
of from 3 to 5 bushels, so placed that 
from 40 to 60 bushels shall be left on 
each acre of land. The lime may then 
be left to slake, though In case of rain 
the work may not be effectively done 
and large cakes -will be left. 


It is, therefore, wise to cover the 


piles of lime lightly with moist soil. 
The slaking will then occur within a 
lew days and will be perfectly .done. 
The lime may then be scattered uni- 
formly over the soil. This takes some 
time and Involves a good deal of labor, 
but It is one of the most effective 
methods of application so far discov-

A simple curd test 


was developed by the Wisconsin Sta- 
tion a few years ago which has en- 
abled the detection of faulty milk and 
has been a great aid to the cheese 
maker. 


One of the' first stages in cheese 


making Is the production of the curd. 
For generations rennet, or rennet ex- 
tract prepared from the stomach of 
calves, has been used for this purpose, 
and it has been supposed that rennet 
contained at least two, different fer- 
ments, each of whlch-served Its special 
purpose. From recent studies, how- 
ever, it appears that the effect Is due 
to only one ferment, whose action Is 
essentially like that of pepsin. 


An extended study of the subject 


at the New York State Experiment 
Station has led to the conclusion that 
rennet is really a peptic ferment and 
acts as such In cheese making. This 


mercial value. That cured at 60 de- 
grees, however, was superior to cheese 
trom ordinary curing rooms, compari- 
son with which made the advantages 
of cold curing more striking. 


The amount of shrinkage was much 


less In cold curing. 
At 40 degrees 


cheese lost only a. little over 1 per 
cent in weight in ninety days, while 
that cured at 50 degrees and 60 de- 
grees lost fully three times as much, 
and under ordinary factory conditions 
the loss would be fully four times as 
great In a twenty-day period. 


This saving in shrinkage Is an im- 


portant item in figuring the yield and 
profits in factory practice, and has 
been found to be still further increased 
by paraffining the cheese. Paraffining 
has been suggested as a means of over-, 
coming the tendency to mold In cold 
curing, owing to the Increased damp- 
ness of the rooms. For this purpose 
the cheese Is immersed in a bath of 
melted paraffin, coating it with an im- 
pervious layer, which excludes the air. 


•Paraffining has been found in sev- 


eral trials to keep the cold-cured 
cheeses perfectly clean and free from 
mold, while those not paraffined were 
covered with mold. It did not Injure 
either the texture or the flavor, and in 
several cases the paraffined cheeses 
were superior in flavor. 


The shrinkage was reduced about 


one-half, even in cold curing, due to 
preventing the evaporation of moist- 
ure and the escape of products formed 
In the cheese. The rapid introduction 
of paraffining in commercial practice 
! an indication of its accepted value. 
The practical advantages of cold 


curing warrant a considerable outlay

eral. At the same time. It Is ot the 
utmost Importance that the farmer 
appreciate the action of this importan' 
•oil amendment He must also learn 
that It I* not a ferillser and that its ex- 
travagant use. If lone continued, wll 
be a serious matter. 


It is now clearly established tha 


our upland fields are quite aa likely

There is a general opinion among 


farmers that a severe storm or a snap 
of cold weather diminishes the yield 
of milk and also reduces the quality. 
Careful 
observers, 
however, 
have 


noticed that the effect of a storm is 
sometimes to decrease the quantity, 
at other times to Increase It. 


An explanation of such contrary re- 


sults Is difficult to give, but It appears 
to depend partly on the violence of 
the atorm. and partly on the quality 
and quantity of the food. 
When a 


cow, 
during the summer months. Is 


in good pasture and can eat Its full a 
storm will not have a bad Influence, 
but If the food is deficient in quantity 
or quality, then the effect of the storm 
will be to reduce the yield, for there 
has been an extra call on the vital 
power of tna animal. 


Every storm or bad weather to 


which the cow is exposed so that she 
suffers from- It, diminishes the yield 
of milk and this decrease should serve 
as a sign to the owner that the cow 
Is not being sufficiently looked after. 
Self-preservation Is the law of Nature, 
and tha cow takes first from her food 
that which is requisite to maintain 
odlly warmth and the surplus she 
*es for milk production. 
When tha bad weather comes she 
ati more than usual and sometimes 
as an extra surplus available for con- 
•rston Into milk. There Is, however, 
marked difference In* the effect be- 


ween moderately cold weather and n 
emparature to severe that the cow 


being so, the question arises as to why 
commercial pepsin should not be used 
in place of rennet. 
This has been 


tried at the Wisconsin Station and 
Ohio State University with entire suc- 
cess, and has since then been tested on 
a commercial scale in an Ohio cheese 
factory- Cheese made in this way was 
normal In every respect and was of 
high quality. 
Same of the advantages of scale 


pepsin over rennet extracts aro that It 
Is of more uniform strength, keeps 
better, especially in warm weather, 
and Is free from bacteria and molds. 


In the process of curdling milk the 


Quite re- 
cently 70 degrees was regarded as a 
suitable temperature for curing rooms, 
and the serious injury to the texture 
and flavor, and the great loss from 
shrinkage during a hot spell when the 
heat ot the curing room ran up to 
80 degrees or over, was not realized.

GETTING GOOD RESULTS. 


According to tested 
experiments 


iure buttermilk Is equal In food value 
o skim milk almost pound for pound 
nd »ix pounds of skim milk are con- 


coagulated by the ferment, envelop- 
ing and holding most of the fat and a weather, 
part of the sugar of milk. As a result 
of curdling, the casein is changed 
slightly In chemical composition. 


The new compound enters Into com- 


bination with the lactic acid (the acid 
of sour milk) In the curd, and the re- 
sulting compound Is found to -be the 
one which strings on a hot Iron, a 
test applied to the curd since time 
Immemorial. 
Its chemical name is 


paracaseln roonotactate, the p'aracaseln 
being the result of the rennet action, 
and the monolactate the union with 
one part of lactic acid. 


The fresh curd will not string out 


Into fine threads when touched to a 
hot Iron, and it Is found that the for- 
mation of a certain amount of acid 
In the curd Is necessary to bring about 
this change in It, 


This acid Is produced by lactic acid 


bacteria, from the milk sugar present 
In the curd; and hence In practice the 
curd Is "cooked" at a temperature 
which is favorable to the action of 
these bacteria, the; stringing on a 
hot Iron indicating when the new 
product has been formed and the 
proper stage reached. 


If the production of acid Is carried 


too far, undesirable changes will take 
place In the compound, a new one 
containing more lactic acid being 
formed, which cannot be made Into 
cheese. 


The 
course 
of 
these 
chemical 


changes In the casein and the essential 
part which the lactic-acid bacteria 
play has only recently been worked 
out at the New York Experiment Sta- 
tion. It supplies a highly Important 
link In the history of the process, and 
furnishes the starting point for study- 
ing tho curing or ripening, which Is 
the most Important step In cheese 
making. 


A temperature of 55 degrees to 60 


degrees will doubtless prove more 
practical than lower ones, which 
would Introduce new and artificial con- 
ditions and entail heavy expense for 
refrigeration.

helps the soil to absorb ammonia 
from the air In the manner that com- 
mon land plaster aids crops when 
applied since the dissolved bone phos- 
phate contains about 50 per cent of 
land plaster. 


These points are of Importance in 


determining what fertilizer should be 
used, since the appearance of the crop 
when growing and also after maturity 
indicates in a measure the excessive as 
well as the lacking elements of fer- 
tility In the soil.—A. J. Legg.

In giving out grain some may be 


ground coarse and such seeds as are 
lard coated—like wheat and barley— 
should be coarsely ground for the 
cows yielding milk. For other stock 
:he process of natural mastication is 
preferable. 
The feeder needs to have much 


practical experience In knowing how 
best to handle the stock In charge. 
When feed Is given in large quantities 
rather than by weight, one hardly 
knows the real amount he is feeding, 
because grains vary In weight per 
bushel. 
For Instance, one quart of 


corn will weigh more than one quart 
of oats, although one pound ot oats 
contains more digestible protein than 
one pound of corn. 
A feeder must study such differences 


and know the amount of digestible 
nutriment which cows receive when 
the food Is. portioned by volume In- 
stead of weight before he attempts 
much care of stock.

The principal constituent of the 


cheese concerned In ripening Is the 
casein, mentioned above. The fat re- 
tains Its original condition for tho most 
part, and Is not thought to be affected 
by the ripening. The casein compound 
which strings on the hot Iron and is 
pressed Into the form of cheese is 
tough and Indigestible. 


In the ripening process it is split 


up Into numerous compounds which 
are soluble and more readily digested. 
The first change In the green cheese 
Is probably a digestion or breaking- 
down process, due to ferments which 
are derived from the milk Itself and 
the rennet or pepsin added to curdle 
It. The change Is spoken of as a di- 
gestion process because It is evidently 
similar to the gastric digestion which 
takes place in the stomach, and is due 
In part to a smllar ferment, i. e., 
pepsin. 


The course of ripening is greatly 


modified by the conditions of the 
cheese and the curing room.

active at 75 degrees than at 40 or 50 
degrees F.; but heat also Increases the 
activity of injurious forms, and pre- 
vents control ot the ripening. 


Too warm curing rooms have been 


shown to be one of the greatest 
sources of poor cheese, for in the or- 
dinary factory curing rooms the tem- 
perature cannot be kept down in hot 
weather. As a result the curing goes 
on Irregularly, and undesirable micro- 
organisms 
cause 
havoc 
with the 


product. 


This has led to the trial of a low 


temperature, maintained fairly con- 
stant by artificial means. 
This Idea 


was contrary-to the prevalent opinion 
of cheese makers, who had always 
held that low temperature producoc 
an Inferior cheese. 
The results of 


cold curing, however, have been en- 
Llrely favorable, both in experimental 
trials and on a commercial scale.

BEST HOUSES *OB PIGS. 


Th* farmer who makes a specialty 


of pig pork should provide himself 
with good hog hou«*s. A good plan 
to follow In building a hog house that 
Is Intended for feeding pigs alono Is 
made eight feed wide and whatever 
length necessary to accommodate the 
number of pigs It Is desired to fatten 
at one time. 
A house of this kind will accom- 


modate all the hogs that can get to 
the trough. But there should bo con- 
nected with every hog house an out- 
side shed or appartment with a floor 
the samo size as the floor In the hog 
house and this may be kept supplied 
with a cont of straw or chart In order 
to save all of the manure and also 
keep It In sanitary condition. 


The cheapest material In tho end 


for the floor of a hog house Is cement. 
The floor of the outdoor apartment 
should bo from six Inches to a foot

NEWLY POTTED PLANTS. 


Find a hill on which there Is grow- 


ing timber. Remove the top layer of 
undecayed leaves down to where they 
are well decomposed and somewhat 
mixed with earth. Put this in a com- 
mon sand sieve, sifting vigorously, 
tossing out all particles not easily 
passed through the wire net. When 
you have worked out a sufficient quan- 
tity add half as much fine sand as
